4. Presentation and Discussion of Hampton Beach Village District Budget 

 

Chairman Latimer introduced Maureen Buckley and Chuck Rage, Precinct 

Commissioners Hampton Beach Village. 

 

Mr. Rage said the income is basically an estimate on what we think the income is coming 

in for the season.  Tax $434,552.33 is an increase from last year’s actual by about $8,000.  

We have interest on money that is approximately $12,050; our proposed amount on the 

parking lot revenue is $260,000; our sand sculptures $40,000; donations $200; making 

our total estimated income of $736,002.33.   
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Mr. Rage said the expenses are broken down into two different categories:  General 

Government, which all of the residents in the district pays into; the second is Cultural and 

Recreation, that is all the different activities that we put on, and anybody that has a 

business that is any type of rental that is not a single family residence pays that tax.  If 

you have a single family home you can go for an exemption.  In General Government the 

payroll is $49,089; accountants/auditors $88,050; legal $8,000; furniture/chairs $300; 

playground maintenance $10,000; sign maintenance $4,000; insurance $15,000; other 

$7,000; recording meetings $1,235; total $59,374. 

 

Mr. Rage said the Culture and Recreation section was advertising/internet/public 

relations is $140,000; media director $30,000; concerts $107,500; parking lot payroll 

$56,000; general supplies $15,683; loan payment $119,011.92; fireworks $62,000; 

professional sand sculptures $75,000; special events/activities facilitator; children’s week 

sponsorship $10,000; movie night/events/other functions; Christmas parade; Blue Ocean 

Society $2,500; beautification committee $6,000; chamber donation $7,000; total 

$676,628; grand total $736,002.

Mr. Kravitz asked how he earned from interest income of $1,213 and in prior years they 

earned a couple hundred. 

 

Mr. Rage said they moved the money from a non interest bearing account into an interest 

bearing account. 

 

Mr. Bridle asked what the anticipation is for the jump from around $3,000 to $15,000 for 

parking lot payroll for supplies. 

 

Mr. Rage said it is because of putting the bathroom in. 

 

Mr. Lapham asked about the 10.5% increase in the sand sculptures over the next 3 years; 

it seems like there is an increase every year. 

 

Mr. Rage said the increase in sponsorship and the increase in costs have gone up; it 

brings a lot of people to the beach; right now everyone seems to want it. 

 

Mr. Ladd said they were looking into getting a study of the economic impact for the 

beach and the general community and looking at UNH to get interns/students to do that 

study for us. 
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Mr. Rage said he spoke with a Professor of Economics at UNH who recommended 

someone and he would be meeting with the person interested in doing this the first week 

of March. 

 

Chairman Latimer said the partnership between the Chamber of Commerce and the 

HBVD is very important and a bargain.  We are being acknowledged nationally for the 

sand sculptures and it is a great opportunity.

Mr. Pierce said the official warrants for ballot were on the town website, but they have 

taken them down.  Chairman Latimer said she would ask for it tomorrow. 

Mr. Pierce said on December 22, 2015 meeting we asked for an excel spreadsheet for the 

end of the year balances, and we never got the final summary.  Chairman Latimer said 

she might have gotten a copy late last week and assumed that it was sent out for 

everybody.  Mr. Pierce said we need it in excel and need the final expenses.  Mr. Bridle 

said December 31, 2015 financials were emailed by Kristi in the PDF form, but the excel 

format was voted on.
